Dear Mr. Delaware: 

This is the final response to your request dated October 30, 2018, to Interpol Washington, 
U.S. National Central Bureau (USNCB), pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) for 
information concerning deceased individual, James Joseph “Whitey” Bulger. 

We received your request on October 30, 2018. Please refer to the above FOIA number 
assigned to your request in any additional correspondence. On November 27, 2018, we 
acknowledged receipt of your request and informed you that we have conducted searches and 
located a voluminous amount of records which may be responsive to your request. On December 
11, 2018, we informed you that we extended the time limit to respond to your request beyond the 
ten additional days provided by the statute and we continued reviewing the voluminous amount 
of records which may be responsive to you request and that these records required consultation 
with U.S. Department of Justice components and other Federal agencies. On February 6, and 
April 4, 2019 we informed you that we continued to consult with U.S. Department of Justice 
components and other federal agencies because the records you seek contain information of 
interest to these other agencies. The records sent for consultation to other agencies have been 
returned to Interpol Washington and we have finalized processing your request. 

For your information. Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement 
and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(c). This 
response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of the FOIA. This is a 
standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be taken as an indication 
that excluded records do, or do not, exist. 





After reviewing the responsive materials we have determined three hundred and sixty six 
(366) pages can be released with partial redactions pursuant to Title 5, United States Code, 
Section 552 (b)(5), (b)(6), (b)(7)(C), (b)(7)(D) and (b)(7)(E) of the FOIA. One (1) page is being 
withheld in full pursuant to Title 5, United States Code, Section 552 (b)(6) and (b)(7)(C). Four 
hundred and thirty (430) pages concern other Government agencies and those pages are being 
referred those agencies for review and direct response to you. The remaining five hundred and 
thirty seven (537) pages are being withheld in full pursuant to Title 5, United States Code, 
Section 552 (b)(7)(D). A more complex explanation of these exemptions is provided below. 

Exemption (b)(5) concerns certain inter- and intra-agency communications protected by 
the deliberative process privilege. 

Exemption (b)(6) concerns material the release of which would constitute a clearly 
unwarranted invasion of personal privacy of third parties. 

Exemption (b)(7)(C) of the FOIA relates to records or information compiled for law 
enforcement purposes only to the extent that the production of such law enforcement records or 
information, if disclosed, could reasonably be expected to constitute an invasion of personal 
privacy. The types of documents and/or information we have withheld could consist of names, 
addresses, identification numbers, telephone numbers, fax numbers, or various other documents 
that are considered personal. 

Exemption (b)(7)(D) provides protection for records or information that could reasonably 
be expected to disclose the identity of a confidential source, including a state, local, or foreign 
agency or authority or any private institution which furnished information on a confidential 
basis, and, in the case of a record or information compiled by a criminal law enforcement 
authority in the course of a criminal investigation, information furnished by a confidential 
source. 


Exemption (b)(7)(E) exempts from disclosure information compiled for law enforcement 
purposes, the release of which would disclose certain techniques or procedures for law 
enforcement investigations or prosecutions. 

Four hundred and thirty (430) pages concern other government agencies. The USNCB is 
referring these documents to the U.S. Department of State, the U.S. Department of Homeland 
Security, U.S. Customs and Border Protection, the U.S. Department of Justice, Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, Criminal Division, and Executive Office for the United States Attorneys, for 
determination of releasability in accordance with the FOIA. You may expect a determination 
from those agencies concerning your request. 

Information originating with INTERPOL and foreign National Central Bureaus is 
provided to the USNCB pursuant to resolutions adopted by INTERPOL in 1974 and 1988, and 
the information is provided to USNCB with an understanding that it is for law enforcement 
purposes only. 


The remaining five hundred and thirty seven (537) pages originated with INTERPOL and 
foreign National Central Bureaus and are being withheld in full, pursuant to Exemption 
(b)(7)(D). 

If you are not satisfied with Interpol Washington’s determination in response to this 
request, you may administratively appeal by writing to the Director, Office of Information Policy 
(OIP), United States Department of Justice, Suite 11050, 1425 New York Avenue, NW, 
Washington, DC 20530-0001, or you may submit an appeal through OIP's FOIAonline portal by 
creating an account on the following website: 

Your appeal must be postmarked or 
electronically transmitted within 90 days of the date of my response to your request. If you 
submit your appeal by mail, both the letter and the envelope should be clearly marked "Freedom 
of Information Act Appeal."

$1M Reward To Find Alleged Mobster

BOSTON — Alleged mob boss James J. "Whitey" Bulger, on the lam for 
the past five years, has joined Eric Rudolph and Osama bin Laden in an 
exclusive club - the reward for information leading to his capture is $1 
million now. 

Bulger, on the FBI's 10 most-wanted list, is just the seventh person to 
warrant a reward of $1 million or more, said Charles S. Prouty, head of 
the Boston FBI office. 

The reward, which had been $250,000, is designed to "encourage the 
public to be more vigilant," Prouty said. 

Prosecutors say that from the late 1970s through last year, Bulger and 
Stephen "The Rifleman" Flemmi controlled an organized crime group 
known as the Winter Hill Gang that used the insular, blue-collar 
Irish-American South Boston neighborhood as its base. 

The gang generated money through extortion, loan sharking, bookmaking 
and drug sales, prosecutors have said. 

Bulger - whose brother William was a state senator and is now president 
of the University of Massachusetts - was even an informant for the FBI, a 
move that some say may have protected him from the law over the years. 
In fact, one FBI agent has been accused of tipping Bulger to his pending 
indictment, allowing him to flee before he could be arrested. 

The FBI also unveiled an updated wanted poster for Bulger with a more 
recent 1994 picture taken before his disappearance a year later, and a 
new possible alias, "Mark Shapeton." 

Bulger disappeared in 1995 when an initial indictment was issued alleging 
he took part in a scheme to extort money from a bookmaker. Two 
months ago, he was indicted on charges that he has been involved in 18 

killings. 



"It is critically important... that he be caught, and returned to Boston to 
stand trial," U.S. Attorney Donald K. Stem said. "There are people out 
there who have information, we know that." 

Anyone who provides information leading to Bulger's arrest will remain 
anonymous, Prouty said. 

Bulger, 71, is thought to be traveling with his girlfriend, Catherine Elizabeth 
Greig. She faces charges of harboring a federal fugitive. 

The FBI says that during the past five years Bulger has been in New York 
City and suburban Long Island; Sheridan, Wyo.; Long Beach, Miss., 

Grand Isle, La.; Chicago; Albany, N.Y.; West Palm Beach, Fla.; New 
Orleans; Sloan, Iowa; and most recently Fountain Valley, Calif. 

The FBI has received more than 1,500 tips since he disappeared, but he 
remains at large. 

"He's a very, very clever guy," Prouty said. "He blends in; he is a very 
clever criminal. There is speculation he has prepared for this fugitive status 
for years and he may have stashed money throughout the country.' 

Bin Laden is suspected of masterminding the August 1998 bombings of 
the U.S. embassies in Kenya and Tanzania. Rudolph is suspected of a 
number of bombings, including one at an abortion clinic in Alabama that 
killed a policeman and one that killed a woman at Centennial Olympic 
Park in Atlanta.

Referenced serial 2273 requested an INTERPOL diffusion and Red Notice on this 
subj ect. 


An INTERPOL diffusion has been issued to the 177 INTERPOL member nations. The 
diffusion is a text only dissemination of wanted person information. It 
requests that those nations locate the fugitive and immediately notify 
INTERPOL Washington and the INTERPOL Secretary General (IP-SG). It asserts 
that, upon notification, U.S. authorities will, if possible, formally request 
provisional arrest with a view toward extradition as provided by any 
applicable extradition treaty. It asks that those nations advise how long 
they can and will detain this fugitive under their laws pending receipt of 
the U.S. request for provisional arrest. It also asks that they advise if, in 
lieu of extradition, their authorities can exclude, expel, deport, or 
otherwise remove this fugitive to the United States. Finally, if the fugitive 
is located in a country that cannot extradite to the United States, it asks 
that nation to record his movements and notify INTERPOL Washington and IP-SG. 

We will submit the application for Red Notice. We are not able to project a 
publication date for the Notice at this time.

Interpol Washington has been asked, by the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), to 
make all NCBs aware of the below listed press release. This press release was provided 
lo a local newspaper in Boston, State of Massachusetts, regarding the investigation. This 
is being provided for informational purposes only. 

Begin text: 

On 3 January 2003, William D. Chase, Acting Special Agent in Charge of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation's Boston, Massachusetts office, announced that investigators 
have learned FBI Top Ten Fugitive, lames J. "Whitey" Bulger, has been sighted in 
Europe, specifically, London, England, as recently as September 2002. The sighting is 
considered credible given that the individual who notified the FBI was previously 
acquainted with Bulger. 

Bulger is being sought for his role in as many as nineteen murders in connection with his 
leadership of an organized crime group that operated in the Boston, Massachusetts 
area from the 1970's into the early 1990's. Bulger has been a fugitive from justice since 
being charged with these crimes in January 1995, Bulger is believed to be traveling with 
Catherine Greig. The FBI is offering a $1,000,000 (U.S, currency) reward for information 
leading directly to the arrest of Bulger, 

As part of the European aspect of the Bulger fugitive probe, investigators discovered two 
safety deposit boxes used by Bulger to assist him in eluding authorities. One of these 
boxes, discovered in September 2002, was in London, England and contained 
appioximately $55,000 (U.S, currency equivalent) in various currencies to include U S 
dollars, Swiss francs, British pounds, Irish punts and French francs; personal documents 
and a key. The key in the London box led investigators to a safety deposit box in Dublin, 
Ireland that contained several thousand dollars in various currencies (U.S, currency 
equivalent) to include U.S. dollars, Swiss francs, and British pounds. 

Investigators believe Bulger fled with millions of dollars (U.S. currency equivalent).

Bulger is considered armed and extremely dangerous. He has a violent temper and is 
known to carry a knife at all times. Bulger is a 73 year old white male, bom in Boston, 
Massachusetts on September 3,1929. He is approximately 57" to 5'9" (170.20 
centimeters to 175.30 centimeters) tall, medium fit build (150 to 160 pounds, 67.95 
kilograms to 72.48 kilograms), blue eyes, white/silver receding hair and a light 
complexion and wears glasses. Bulger may have altered his appearance since becoming 
fugitive. Bulger is an avid reader with an interest in history; he is known to frequent 
libraries and historical sights. Bulger is currently on the heart medication Atenolol (50 
mg) and maintains his physical fitness by walking on beaches and parks. 

If you have any information concerning Bulger, please contact your local law 
enforcement agency, Interpol or the nearest U.S. Embassy or consulate.

Bulger, whose brother was the former slate Senate president, apparently planned for life on the run by leaving cash in safe deposit boxes 
around the world, including Florida, Ireland, England and Canada, authorities said.

The elusive "Whitey" Bulger 
By Denise Lavoie / Associated Press 

Tuesday, August 9, 2005 

BOSTON -- He's been "spotted" all over the United States, in Canada, Europe, Mexico and Brazil, 
Paraguay, and most recently, in two coastal resort towns in Uruguay. 

Despite unconfirmed sightings in about 30 countries and on every continent but Antarctica, notorious 
gangster James "Whitey" Bulger remains elusive after more than a decade on the run. 

Unfortunately for investigators, most of the hundreds of reported sightings have turned out to be just 
people who look like Bulger, a balding, 75-year-old man who could blend in almost anywhere. 

Last month, a Los Angeles TV station reported that investigators considered the possibility that Bulger 
could be the "senior citizen bandit" holding up banks in southern California. That thought struck Boston 
investigators as comical. 

"The proposition that he would be wearing a baseball cap and robbing banks in Los Angeles is just 
hilarious," said Tom Duffy, a retired Massachusetts State Police major who spent years investigating 
Bulger. 

Bulger, the former leader of the Winter Hill Gang, was also an FBI informant who ratted out his 
competitors in the Italian Mafia. He disappeared in December 1994 after being tipped by his FBI handler, 
John Connolly, that he was about to be indicted on racketeering charges. 

Connolly is now serving a 10-year prison for warning Bulger and his cohort Stephen "The Rifleman" 
Flemmi to flee in advance of their 1995 indictment. He is also charged with first-degree murder in Florida 
for allegedly plotting with Bulger and Flemmi to kill John Callahan, a financial adviser to Bulger's gang. 

Bulger is on the FBI's "Most Wanted" list, has a $1 million reward on his head and has been featured 
at least a half dozen times on "America's Most Wanted." Despite his high profile, Bulger has managed to 
slip through the hands of those looking for him. Last year, U.S. Attorney Michael Sullivan said 
investigators had pursued 100 men on five continents in the past year alone. All turned out to be Bulger 
lookalikes. 

Some investigators say his average, non-distinct looks have helped him hide. FBI wanted posters 
describe Bulger as between 5-foot-7 and 5-foot-9, between 150 and 160 pounds, with a medium build, 
blue eyes and thinning white or silver hair. Investigators believe Bulger is traveling with his longtime 
girlfriend, Catherine Greig, now 54. 

"He can just blend in as a typical grandfather," said Duffy. "If you saw this couple walking down a 
boardwalk somewhere, they wouldn't stick out. There would be nothing that would draw your attention to 
them." 

Former U.S. Attorney Donald Stern said most of the people who reported seeing Bulger were "well- 
intentioned," but just mistaken. 

"There has been enough publicity about it that it takes on a certain folklore quality so people may see 
someone with similar looks and think that they’ve seen him," he said. 

"I think the reward also sort of creates some wishful thinking on the part of people - when they see 
someone who may bear resemblance and they can attach some dollar signs to that. They may see some 
things that are not there," Stern said. 



Stern said he once believed that he, too, had seen Whitey. Stern was in London, where the FBI 
reported the last confirmed sighting of Bulger in September 2002. Stern can't remember exactly when it 
happened, though he said it was after that last confirmed sighting. 

He recalls that he was walking to his hotel, which was located not far from a London health club 
allegedly frequented by Bulger, and "I literally was walking down the street and did a double-take. When I 
looked more closely, it clearly wasn't him. Your eyes can play tricks on you." 

Over the years, some of the sightings and information released about Bulger have bordered on the 
silly. 

In 2001, police in Tulsa, Okla. - where Bulger was charged in the 1981 murder of businessman Roger 
Wheeler - put out a wanted poster on its Web site saying Bulger may be hiding out in gay communities or 
nudist camps. The poster also said Bulger was believed to have "extreme bad breath." 

The FBI's poster on Bulger said Bulger would more likely be found in libraries or at historic sites. He 
was described as an avid reader with an interest in history, and a man who walks on beaches and in 
parks to stay physically fit. He was also described as an animal lover who might frequent animals 
shelters. 

Investigators believe Bulger had begun to prepare for a life on the run years before he fled. A timeline 
released by the FBI last year shows that he opened a London bank account under the alias "Thomas 
Baxter" as early as 1986. And in 2003, Bulger's brother, John "Jackie" Bulger, admitted that he had paid 
the rental fee on a safe deposit box for his brother in Clearwater, Fla. 

"There is no question he had a horde of money stashed away," Duffy said. "In the early ’80s, we know 
he was preparing for the day he had to flee the jurisdiction." 

Over the years, the FBI's commitment to finding Bulger has been questioned by some who say 
investigators are worried he would embarrass the agency with additional revelations about the corrupt 
relationship between the FBI and some of its criminal informants. 

But the FBI has vehemently denied allegations that it is not doing all it can to find Bulger. 

In December, the FBI and the U.S. Attorney's Office in Boston took the unusual step of holding a news 
conference to mark the 10th anniversary of Bulger's disappearance and to highlight their efforts to find 
him. Three months earlier, agencies combined their efforts with state police and formed a single Bulger 
Task Force. 

Duffy said Bulger is "highly intelligent" and constantly mobile, a combination that so far has kept him 
ahead of investigators. 

"Let's assume he's over in Europe - he's not walking around with his Boston Red Sox cap on with a 9 
millimeter in his pants," Duffy said. "For all intents and purposes, he's a retired career criminal, and I don't 
see him doing anything to jeopardize that situation."

LOS ANGELES (AP) ? James "Whitey" Bulger, a notorious Boston gangster on the FBI's "Ten Most Wanted" list for his alleged role in 19 
murders, was captured Wednesday near Los Angeles after living on the run for 16 years, authorities said. 

Bulger, 81, was arrested in the early evening at a residence in Santa Monica, said a law enforcement official who was not authorized to speak 
publicly about the case. The arrest was based on a tip from the recent publicity campaign that federal authorities had regenerated, according to 
the official. 


Bulger will make an appearance in Los Angeles federal court Thursday. He faces a series of federal charges including murder, conspiracy to 
commit murder, narcotics distribution, extortion and money laundering. 

The FBI informed Santa Monica police late Wednesday about the arrest, said police Sgt. Rudy Flores. The FBI had been conducting a 
surveillance operation in the area where the arrest was made, Flores said. He gave no details of the arrest. 

Bulger was the leader of the Winter Hill Gang when he fled in January 1995 after being tipped by a former Boston FBI agent that he was about 
to be indicted. Bulger was a top-echelon FBI informant. 

Over the years, the FBI battled a public perception that it had not tried very hard to find Bulger, who became a huge source of embarrassment 
for the agency after the extent of his crimes and the FBI's role in overlooking them became public. 

Prosecutors said he went on the run after being warned by John Connolly Jr., an FBI agent who had made Bulger an FBI informant 20 years 
earlier. Connolly was convicted of racketeering in May 2002 for protecting Bulger and his cohort, Stephen "The Rifleman" Flemmi, also an FBI 
informant. 

Bulger provided the Boston FBI with information on his gang's main rival, the New England Mob, in an era when bringing down the Mafia was 
one of the FBI's top national priorities. 

But the Boston FBI office was sharply criticized when the extent of Bulger’s alleged crimes and his cozy relationship with the FBI became 
public in the late 1990s. 

He has been the subject of several books and was an inspiration for the 2006 Martin Scorsese film "The Departed." 

During his years on the run, the FBI received reported sightings of Bulger and his longtime girlfriend, Catherine Greig, from all over the United 
States and parts of Europe. In many of those sightings, investigators could not confirm whether it was actually Bulger who was spotted or 
simply a lookalike. 

But in September 2002, the FBI received the most reliable tip in three years when a British businessman who had met Bulger eight years 
earlier said he spotted Bulger on a London street. 

After the sighting, the FBI’s multiagency violent fugitive task force in Boston and inspectors from New Scotland Yard scoured London hotels, 
Internet cates and gyms in search of Bulger. The FBI also released an updated sketch, using the businessman's description of Bulger as tan, 
white-haired and sporting a gray goatee. 

On Monday, the FBI on announced a new publicity campaign and accompanying public service ad that asked people, particularly women, to 
be on the lookout for Greig. The 30-second ad started running Tuesday in 14 television markets to which Bulger may have ties and will air 
during programs popular with women roughly Greig's age. 

The new campaign pointed out that Greig had several plastic surgeries before going on the lam and was known to frequent beauty salons. 

Bulger, nicknamed 1 Wiitey" for his shock of bright platinum hair, grew up in a gritty South Boston housing project, and went on to become 
Boston's mosl notorious gangster. He led the violent Winter Hill Gang, a largely Irish mob that ran loan-sharking, gambling and drug rackets in 
the Boston area. 


After he fled, he became one of the nation’s most-hunted fugitives, charged in connection with 21 murders, including the slayings of 
businessmen in Florida and Oklahoma. With a place next to Osama bin Laden on the FBI's "Ten Most Wanted" list, he had a $1 million reward 
on his head. 

Bulger's younger brother, William, was one of the most powerful politicians in the state, leading the Massachusetts Senate for 17 years and 
later serving as president of the University of Massachusetts for seven years. 

For many years, William Bulger was able to avoid any tarnish from his brother's alleged crimes. But in August 2003, William Bulger resigned 
his post as president of UMass amid pressure from Gov. Mitt Romney and Attorney General Thomas Reilly. 

His resignation came two months after he testified about his brother before a congressional committee. William Bulger said he spoke to his 
brother shortly after he went on the run in 1995, but said he had not heard from him since and did not know where he was hiding out. 

The committee, in a draft report issued in 2003, blasted the FBI for its use of Bulger and other criminals as informants, calling it "one of the 
greatest failures in the history of federal law enforcement."

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SANTA MONICA, Calif. - How did he elude capture for 16 years and who helped him? Those are just two unanswered questions about James 
"Whitey" Bulger, 61, now that the notorious South Boston mob boss is behind bars. 

The main question: Will Whitey talk? 

Bulger and his girlfriend, Catherine E. Greig, 60, of Quincy, were captured in an apartment near the beach at Santa Monica on Wednesday 
night and were scheduled to appear in a Los Angeles federal court Thursday, June 23, 2011. 

The arrests ended a worldwide manhunt that was a major embarrassment to the FBI, the agency Bulger manipulated for decades through a 
handful of corrupt agents in the Boston office. 

Bulger was on the FBI's "Ten Most Wanted" list for his alleged role in 19 murders and there was a $2 million bounty on his head. If convicted, 
he could face the death penalty. 

Greig, who still owns a home on Hillcrest Road in the Squantum section of Quincy, is charged with harboring a fugitive. Earlier this week, the 
FBI raised the reward for her capture to $100,000. 

A neighbor of the couple in the Princess Eugenia, a three-story, 28-unit apartment building three blocks from a bluff that overlooks the Pacific, 
described Greig as "sweet and lovely" and said they would have "girl talk" when they ran into each other in the building. Bulger became angry 
whenever he saw the two of them talking, and would say, "Stop talking to her," Barbara Gluck said. 

"He was nasty," she added. "At one point, she (Greig) said he has a rage issue." 

The arrests came two days after the government launched a publicity campaign focused on Greig. The arrests followed a tip prompted by the 
ad campaign, said Steven Martinez, the FBI's assistant director in charge in Los Angeles. 

Bulger, who fled Boston with Greig in January 1995 after being tipped off by former FBI agent John "Zip" Connolly that he was about to be 
indicted, was an FBI informant for years. 

In exchange for information that helped decimate Bulger's main rival, the Mafia in Boston’s North End, corrupted agents including Connolly 
cleared the way for Bulger and his partner, Stephen "The Rifleman" Flemmi, to run their criminal business with impunity. 

The cozy relationship between the FBI and the mobsters became public after Bulger disappeared. Connolly, 70, was convicted of murder and 
will begin serving a 40-year sentence in a Florida prison after he finishes a 10-year stretch for racketeering. 

Bulger led the murderous Winter Hill Gang, a largely Irish gang that ran loan-sharking, gambling and drug rackets U.S. Attorney Donald K. 
Stern said in 2000 that the two were "responsible for a reign of intimidation and murder that spanned 25 years." 

Bulger's younger brother, William Bulger, was one of the most powerful politicians in Massachusetts for much of the same time that the Winter 
Hill Gang was running amok William Bulger resigned as president of the University of Massachusetts in 2003 shortly after being called to 
testify about his fugitive brother in front of a congressional committee. 

Almost every member of the Wnter Hill Gang lived on the South Shore at one time. 

Bulger lived part of the time at Greig's house at 16 Hillcrest Road in Squantum. She bought the house for $160,000 cash in 1986. 

For a while, Bulger's common-law wife, Theresa Stanley, and Greig both lived in separate condo units in Louisburg Square South in North 
Quincy. 

At one time during the 1980s, Bulger, Flemmi and Kevin Weeks, Flemmi's and Bulger's bodyguard, lived within walking distance of one 
another on Quincy Shore Drive. Bulger had the places at Louisburg Square South, and Flemmi and Weeks lived across the street. 

Connolly shared a home on Ridgewood Road in Milton with his first wife in the mid-1970s. After his divorce, he moved to an apartment at 165 
Quincy Shore Drive in Quincy, living there in 1979 and 1980. That apartment is across the street from the Louisburg Square South 
condominiums. 

John Martorano, 70, a Milton native and former Quincy resident who confessed to 20 murders, spent 12 years in prison and is back living in 
Greater Boston. 

Flemmi, who lived part-time with his common-law wife in Milton, had a penthouse apartment at the Atrium complex on Wllard Street in Quincy 
from the late 1970s to early 1980s. He also owned a home in Weymouth. Now 77, he is serving a life sentence without the chance for parole.

Bulger and Catherine Greig doing in Santa Monica? 

From what we can tell so far, they were doing what many couples their age might do. Known as Charles and Carole 
Gasko, the pair lived for 15 years in a simple one-bedroom apartment in the three-story Princess Eugenia complex on 
Third Street. Janus Goodwin, a neighbor, told the Boston Herald that the couple probably spent $1,100 on rent, never 
replaced the used furniture that came with the apartment, and furnished the walls with cheap framed posters. They 
also regularly fed a stray cat and loved walking hand-in-hand up Third Street Promenade, the local outdoor shopping 
mall. 

According to the FBI profile that led to their arrest, the pair were both avid animal lovers and enjoyed taking long 
walks, so they may have also frequented nearby Santa Monica Beach, Pacific Park, and Reed Park. 

While they had a few friends from the apartment complex, the couple often kept to themselves, telling others that 
Bulger had Alzheimers and could not leave the apartment often, the Boston Herald reports. But while most neighbors 
believed the two were a kind, retired married couple, sometimes Bulger’s famed temper would flash through. The 
Associated Press reports that Bulger once scolded Greig for chatting with a neighbor, Barbara Gluck: 

Gluck described Greig as "sweet and lovely" and said they would have "girl talk" when they ran into each other in the 
building. Bulger became angry whenever he saw the two of them talking, and would say, "Stop talking to her," Gluck 
said. 

"He was nasty," she added. 

"At one point, she (Greig) said he (Bulger) has a rage issue," Gluck said. 

When FBI agents finally caught up with James 'Whitey' Bulger and his girlfriend Catherine Greig Wednesday night, 
they uncovered several weapons and a big stash of cash. Even though they had settled down quietly, it's clear that the 
fugitive pair were always ready to pack up and move on. 

The FBI were led to the couple by a tip that came in on the heels of their advertising blitz about Catherine Greig. 
Investigators had chosen to focus on Greig in order to catch the fugitives, and offered $100,000 for information leading 
to her arrest. Greig was charged in 1997 for harboring a fugitive. Bulger is charged with murder, extortion, 
racketeering, and other crimes, and $2 million was being offered as a reward for his capture. Boston Herald

(Boston Globe) Federal officials release details of "Whitey" Bulger's arrest. 

Sixteen years after he went on the lam, fugitive Boston gangster James "Whitey" Bulger was found living in a sun- 
splashed California community in a rent-controlled apartment just a few blocks from the beach, under an assumed 
name, with an arsenal of guns and a small fortune in cash, federal authorities said today. 

Bulger, who once rampaged through Boston's underworld and allegedly committed 19 murders, was arrested, along 
with his girlfriend, Catherine Greig, without incident late Wednesday afternoon. The arrest brought a successful 
conclusion to a global manhunt, said Richard DesLauriers, special agent in charge of the FBI office in Boston. 
"Although there were those who doubted our resolve over the years, it has never wavered," he said. 

He said more than 20 firearms, including both handguns and rifles, had been found in the Santa Monica apartment 
where the two lived, along with hundreds of thousands of dollars in cash. 

DesLauriers said at a news conference at the federal courthouse in Boston that a tip was received Tuesday night by 
the FBI in Los Angeles that was a "direct result" of a new FBI media campaign launched on Monday. He wouldn’t give 
any details on the tipster, who contacted the agency at about 8 p.m. Pacific time. 

Agents on Wednesday morning began surveilling the couple's apartment. Shortly before 6 p.m. Wednesday local time, 
the agents lured Bulger out of the apartment. They determined that he was, in fact, the man they were seeking and 
arrested him without incident, DesLauriers said. 

Bulger, 81, and Greig, 60, had been living at the Third Street apartment under the aliases Charles and Carol Gasko, 
DesLauriers said. 

Asked how long the two had lived in the oceanside community, DesLauriers said, "We have no reason to believe he 
has not been there for some degree of time." 

Building manager Joshua Bond said the couple had been living in the apartment since the mid-1990s. Santa Monica 
Rent Control Board records show that the property owner has kept the rent at the same level -- $1,145 per month -- 
since Jan. 1, 1999, suggesting that the same people have lived there continuously since at least that time. 

Bulger faces numerous federal charges and, if convicted, could be sentenced to life in prison, US Attorney Carmen 
Ortiz said at the Boston news conference, which was attended by top officials from numerous law enforcement 
agencies that had assisted in the manhunt over the years. She noted that Bulger also faces state prosecutions in 
Oklahoma and Florida, where he could receive the death penalty. Bulger is expected to appear in federal court in 
downtown Los Angeles this afternoon. 

"This is a great day for Boston's law enforcement community," said Ortiz. 

In an interview with The Boston Globe this morning, Governor Deval Patrick applauded the arrest, but cautioned that 
much legal maneuvering must first take place before the Bulger criminal saga ends. 

"I'm proud of and impressed by the authorities -- their stick-to-it-ness and the fact that they've gotten these results," 
said Patrick, who was testifying at a US Senate hearing in Washington. But he cautioned, "It's an arrest, but there's 
more to do. There's a whole trial that has to happen. But it's a great step forward." 

The arrest is a long-sought victory for the FBI, whose reputation was sullied by its connection to the mobster and 
whose fruitless efforts to find the fugitive had been regarded by some with suspicion. 

Bulger did not appear to be in good health, an official said. 

"I don't think he's in a position to be fighting anybody," one official said, adding, "They got a confession from him." 

Bulger’s brother, former president of the state Senate William M. Bulger, had little to say this morning when a reporter 
knocked on the door of his South Boston home. 

"No comment," said William Bulger, who answered the door in his T-shirt. Informed that his brother had been arrested, 
Bulger said, "Thank you." 

Assistant US Attorney Brian Kelly, part of the prosecution team that brought the federal charges against Whitey 
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Bulger, said, "It's a long time coming and we're glad he's finally in custody." 

Bulger fled just before his federal racketeering indictment in January 1995. It was later revealed in federal court in 
Boston that he was a longtime FBI informant who had been warned by his corrupt handler, former FBI agent John J. 
Connolly Jr., that he was about to be arrested. Betrayed by the revelation that Bulger was an informant, several of his 
former associates began cooperating against him, leading to the discovery of secret graves of his victims in the 
Boston area and the charges that Bulger murdered 19 people. 

According to the Los Angeles Times, authorities had investigated two possible Bulger sightings in Southern California. 
In 2000, a tipster reported seeing Greig having her hair done at a salon in Fountain Valley, the newspaper reported. In 
2005, the FBI investigated whether Bulger may have been the elderly man who robbed three Orange County banks. 
But ultimately, the trail appeared to grow cold and no link was made to the mobster. 

On Monday, the FBI announced that after years of focusing on Bulger, it was launching a new initiative aimed at 
daytime TV viewers. 

It began airing a 30-second public service announcement in 14 cities across the United States urging people to be on 
the lookout for Greig, a dental hygienist who was devoted to her appearance, had plastic surgery in the past, and 
frequently had her hair cut and teeth cleaned. The spots aired during daytime shows, including, "Ellen," "The View," 
and "Live with Regis & Kelly." 

A woman who answered the door at the South Boston home of Greig's sister, Margaret McCusker, was told of the 
arrest by a Globe reporter this morning. "They found him? Finally,” she said. "I want my sister to come home. 

Katherine Fernandez Rundle, the Miami-Dade state attorney, said in a statement she was eager to try Bulger in 
Florida, where Connolly, his former handler, has already been convicted. 

"James 'Whitey' Bulger's criminal activities have been marked by the corpses his killers and associates have left 
behind in car trunks and alleyways," she said. "After a 16 year delay, I will be working to ensure that a Miami Jury has 
the opportunity to look him in the eyes and determine his fate just as we did with his associate, ex-FBI agent John J. 
Connolly, Jr." 

A spokesman for Rundle, Ed Griffith, said Bulger is eligible for the death penalty in Florida because he was indicted on 
first-degree murder there in connection with the 1982 shooting of John B. Callahan. 

The indictment was handed down in 2004 and Connolly was convicted in 2008 of second-degree murder, based on 
his role in the murder. Griffith said Rundle would decide whether to pursue the death penalty against Bulger before a 
trial. "First, we have to get our hands on him," Griffith said. "I guess there's a long line."Globe staffers John R.

Catherine Greig on Wednesday, just days after the government launched a publicity campaign to locate the 
fugitive mobster, said Steven Martinez, FBI's assistant director in charge in Los Angeles. The arrest was based on 
a tip from the campaign, he said. 

Bulger, who was an inspiration for the 2006 Martin Scorsese film, "The Departed," is wanted for his alleged role in 
19 murders. One victim was shot between the eyes in a parking lot at his country club in Oklahoma. Another was 
gunned down in broad daylight on a South Boston street to prevent him from talking about the killing in 
Oklahoma. Others were taken out for running afoul of Bulger's gambling enterprises. 

"He left a trail of bodies," said Tom Duffy, a retired state police major who was one of the lead investigators in the 
criminal case against Bulger. "You did not double-cross him. If you did, you were dead." 

Bulger provided information on a rival gang to the FBI, then fled in January 1995 when a former agent told him he 
was about to be indicted.

Prosecutors said he went on the run after being warned by John Connolly Jr., an FBI agent in Boston who had 
made Bulger an informant 20 years earlier. Connolly was convicted of racketeering in May 2002 for protecting 
Bulger and Flemmi, also an FBI informant. Bulger provided the Boston FBI with information on his gang's main rival, 
the New England Mob, in an era when 

bringing down the Mafia was one of the FBI's top national priorities. But the Boston FBI office was sharply criticized 
when the extent of Bulger's alleged crimes and his cozy 

relationship with the FBI became public in the late 1990s. A congressional committee, in a draft report issued in 2003, 
blasted the FBI for its use of Bulger and other 

criminals as informants, calling it "one of the greatest failures in the history of federal law enforcement." 

After he fled, Bulger became one of the nation's most-hunted fugitives. With a place next to Osama bin Laden on 
the FBI's Ten Most Wanted list, he had a $2 million reward on his head.

The 30-second ad started running Tuesday in 14 
television markets to which Bulger may have ties and was to air during programs popular with women roughly 
Greig's age. The new campaign pointed out that Greig had several plastic surgeries before going on the lam and was 
known 

to frequent beauty salons. 

On Thursday, Bulger's picture on the Ten Most Wanted list was spanned by a red banner that said "Captured." 

Greig's photo, with the same banner, was displayed prominently. John Weiskopf, who lives across the street from 
Bulger’s Santa Monica building, said he recognized Bulger when

Boston mob boss James "Whitey" Bulger was captured near Los Angeles 16 years after his run from 
the law 

sparked an international manhunt and served as a major embarrassment to the FBI as their onetime

The FBI finally caught the 81-year-old Bulger at a residence in Santa Monica along with his 
longtime girlfriend 

Catherine Greig on Wednesday, just days after the government launched a publicity campaign to

Arrest of FBI most wanted and INTERPOL target praised by world police body 


James 'Whitey' Bulger and his girlfriend Catherine Greig were arrested near Los Angeles after 16 
years on the run. 

LYON, France - The arrest of alleged mob boss James 'Whitey' Bulger, one of the FBI's most wanted 
and a target of a global INTERPOL fugitive operation, has been welcomed by the world police body. 

The 81-year-old American, who is accused of the murder of 19 people in the 1970s and 1980s, and 
his 60-year-old girlfriend Catherine Greig, who was also the subject of INTERPOL's Operation 
Infra-Red (International Fugitive Round-Up and Arrest - Red Notices), were detained near Los 
Angeles on 22 June after 16 years on the run. 

In addition to murder, as the alleged former boss of the Winter Hill gang in Boston, Bulger was also 
wanted for extortion, membership of a racketeer-influenced corrupt organization and money 
laundering. Greig was wanted for concealing a person from arrest and both were subject of 
INTERPOL Red Notices, or internationally wanted persons alerts, issued at the request of the US 
authorities. 

"The arrest of James Bulger and his girlfriend after so many years on the run is testimony to the 
dedication and tenacity of the FBI officers involved who ensured that these fugitives and their crimes 
were never forgotten," said Stefano Carvelli, Assistant Director of INTERPOL's Fugitive 
Investigative Support unit. 

"That he was highlighted as a key target in Operation Infra-Red, INTERPOL's first major global 
appeal to the public for information on fugitives, was one of many important steps taken by the US 
authorities to maintain the pressure on this man and use every resource available to them in his 
eventual location and arrest. 

"It is once again a clear signal for all fugitives everywhere, that no matter how much time has 
passed, once they are wanted they will remain wanted until brought to justice," added Mr Carvelli. 
INTERPOL's Operation Infra-Red in July 2010, targeted nearly 450 international fugitives convicted 
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suspected of committing serious offences including murder, rape, child abuse, kidnapping and drug 
trafficking and has already led to the arrest or location of more than 170 individuals. 

Bulger's arrest on Wednesday came just two days after another Infra-Red target, American national 
Kenneth Andrew Craig who is accused of sexually abusing two young boys in Florida in 1998, was 
taken into custody by Brazilian police in Rio de Janeiro.
